“Be Philadelphians before anything 
else!” He said there was no secret 


| remedy known for public evils and 


that they could not be cured by hid- 
ing them. In another speech on the 
same day the governor spoke of the 
wonderful @¢hange that has occurred in 
the last four years, saying that today 
every state in the Union except ten is 
prosecuting corrupt officials. ~ 

One unusual and impressive incident 
illustrating the intense spirit of the 
Philadelphia reform movement grew 


‘out of the overflow meeting at the 


Academy after Governor Folk had en- 
tered. The crowd, singing “John 
Brown’s Body,” marched to the homes 
of Durham and MeNicholl, the machine 
contract partners, and there hurled re- 
bukes in the ears of the hated bosses. 
The finance committee of the Phila- 
delphia councils began its investigation 


of the local administration by ejecting | 


‘from the committee room, Mayor Wea- 
ver and three of his directors, who an- 
nounced that they had come to. assist 
the committee in bringing out the 
facts. Under examination Superintend- 
ent Taylor told how the dismissed di- 
rector; Smythe, had asked to protect 
repeaters and how men had been put 
on the force after serving three or four 
years in the penitentiary.

State Funds In Bank Wreck. 

The Enterprise National bank of Al- 
legheny, Pa., was closed by the comp- 
troller of the currency on Oct: 18 after 
its cashier, T; Lee Clark, had commit- 
ted suicide in his home. What gave 
this financial smashup unusual signifi- 
cance was the Knowledge that the 
Pennsylvania treasury had deposited a 
large sum of state funds with the bank 
and that many men prominent in the 
Republican machine had received fa- 
vors in the form of wildcat loans. The 
public funds involved were said tc

EXECUTIVE 


Civil Service Bars Down. 

An order just’ issued by President 
Roosevelt. perniits the heads of execu- 
tive departments to remove from the 
public service any employee in the 
classified service who is deemed inef- 
ficient or incapable, such removal to be 
made without a hearing, but the cause 
of removal to be stated in writing and 
filed. It is said that Secretary Root 
favored this step as a means of reor- 
ganizing the state department service 
at home and abroad. 

Can’t Send Arms to Domingo. 

By presidential proclamation issued 
the shipment of arms, ammunition or 
any munitions.of war was prohibited 
from any ports of the United States 


Domingo, this action being taken be- 
| cause the government of Santo Domin- 
go wished to have some authority for 
preventing the entrance of arms into 
| their coyntry and also because certain 
shipping interests had been threatened 
with suits as common carriers unless 
| they consented’ to take munitions of 
| war to Santo Domingo. 


Would Oslerize Army. 

Brigadier General Williams, com-

Morton Street Repairs. 


Andover, Mass., October 25,: 1905. 


To Mr. Buck, and others interested in 
Morton street: 


I am well aware that’the Town of 
Andover left Morton stréet in my care 
to be fixed. Early in October I had the 
Supt. of Public Works, John E. Smith, 
survey it to find out if a catch basin 
could be put in to carry the water to 
the Main street catch basin. We found 
this could be done. : 

Ithen made arrangements with Mr. 
Smith to build the catch basin and pipe 
therefrom to Main street. | Accidental 
delays prevented its being done at once. 

I learned of a patent catch basin built 
by Supt. Hannagan of Lawrence, war- 
ranted not to freeze. “I went over and 
investigated this in company with Mr. 
Smith. We decided that this would be 
the best we could get for Morton street.. 
If Mr. Hannagan. warranted this basin 
not to freeze, he desired that his brother 
should build it. This brother was lay- 
ing the crossings at the corner of Essex 
street and Broadway, and could not be 
spared until Tuesday of this week. I 
am unable to attenf@ to any business this 
week on account of sickness, so I sent 
my son to see if the work was being 
carried on and he found it begun as 
agreed, . ;

Suspected Train Wreckers Re- 
leased. 


Chief of Police Frye, Officers Mearg 
and Pomeroy and a detective in the em- 
ploy. of the Boston & Maine railroad 
spent a good part of Tuesday evening in 
an effort to locate two tramps who were 
suspected of attempting to wreck a 
Western division Boston & Maine. train 
at Wakefield, Tuesday afternoon. The 


men were supposed to have come towards- 


Andover and to be hiding in the woods. 
about Lowell junction. 

The supposed attempt was discovered 
by the ‘engineer of an outward bound: 
freight train shortly before two o’clock 
on Tuesday afternoon. An engineer re- 
ported that his engine in passing the 
spot, running very slowly, received a. 
decided jolt. Section Boss Thonias Col-- 
lins reported that a heavy piece of iron, 
known asa fish plate had been wedged 
into the frog of the switch in sucha 
manner as.to derail a fast train.

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Speakership for Essex County. 


BOSTON, Oct, 26—Now that toe 
speakership cuntest .is on the candl- 
decy of Representative: John .N. Coie 
of Andover assumes considerabe un- 
portance because of the fact that he 1s 


the leading- man—in—the matter . who 
lives outsiae of the metropolitan dis- 
uict, Some even go further and cali 
him the leader over all tiie otuers men-" 
uoned in connection with the office. 

Ke that as it’ may, the geographical 
consideration is going to help the 1 3- 
sex man considerably in the context 
about to be waged, A look at the list 
cl the ex-speakers reveals the faci 
very prominently that the metropolitan 
section of the state has on every occa- 
sion produced one of “its favorite 
sons’’ for this position every time there 
has been a vacancy and has ~ucceeded 
in landing its man since 1884 when the 
Hon, George A. Marden of Lowel! 
gave up the position, , 

The present speaker is a Boston man, 
Freceding him was James J, Myers 
of Cambridge and he followea Ex- 
Gov. Bates of Boston. Mr, Bates suc- 
ceeded George v. L. Meyer, who 
a'though he is an Essex county man 
now was a citizen of Boston and rep- 
resented a Suffolk district at the time 
he held this office. Back of him was 
William E. Barrett of Meirose and he 
succeeded Charles J, Noyes »f Boston. 
Mr, Noyes came. after Ex-Governor 
John Q. A. Brackett who represerited: 
a Boston district. 

Mr. Brackett followed Mr. Marden 
who held the office two: years, Even 
before: Mr. Marden, Mr. Noyes was 
speaker and he was preceded by Levi 
C. Wade of Newton who followed .Ex- 
Governor John D, Long of Hingham. 
Eack of Mr, Long there was John B. 
Sanford of Taunton, Harvey Jewell 
and James M. Stone of: Boston, This 
carries it back to the war period when 
Alexander H. Bullock of Worcester, 
afterwards governor, held the office. 

Summarizing the above It ean be said 
that since the Civil war period oniy 
two men, John E. Sanford of. Taun- 
ton and George A, Marden of Lowell, 
outside of the metropolitan district, 
have held this office. In addition. to 
this one has to go back to the days 
of Otis P, Lord of Salem in i854 to find 
the last Essex county man elected to 
the office of speaker and he only held’ 
office for one year, - 

While there are numerous candidates 
af usual within the metropolitan dis- 
trict, there isa 
feeling that it was high time. some 
other part of the state should have this 
honor. With Boston herself sending a 
large delegation of Democrats to the 
Ecuse it is held to be unfair that this 
portion of the state should so uniform- 
ly claim this plum. 

This argument has been ‘used in for- 
mer contests for this office, but has 
not been kept so prominently in mind 
aa it should have been, as ‘t is not to 
be denied that there is a strong feel- 
ing against it, 

Outside of the metropolitan district 
Mr, Cole so far has one rival for the 
speakership position in Representative 
Charles E. Ward of Buckland, a‘town 
amid the hills of the Deerfield valley. 
Mr, Ward is axman against whom 
ncthing can be said as to his ability, 
capability, honesty, ete. As to his 
cleverness there is this to pe said, He 
has come to the legislature for four 
years already from a district that 
heretofore has sent a new man each 
year. Through his ability and long 
service he has won places as chairman 
of the ways and means committee «nd 
on the committee on rules, something 
which former representatives from his 
section never succeeded In’ doing be- 
fore. He is now a candidate for a fifth 
term and the only thing that seems 
to favor the candidacy orf the inde- 
pendent candidate against him is that 
Mr. Ward does not give the. other 
bright minds of the district a show. 

If he should_come back, however, he 
will be a candidate for the cpeaker- 
ship. In fact he has started out with 
the argument. this. week.that-ne should 
be sent back because he is going to 
win the speakership fight if his* con- 
stituents give him a chance. 

When his election is settled favora- 
bly, however, he will have other. trou- 
les. In years past the western part of 
thé state has been continually putting 
in the claim that, it should have a fair 
representation on the state ticket, So 
constant has this-matter been pressed 
that it has became commonly under- 
stood and accepted that this section 
should have one man. This year it has 
the state treasurer and the coming 
year -it-is to have in addition the at- 
torney general from Mr, Ward’s own 
county. So on the whole; he will find 
himself handicapped by this argu- 
ment when he springs his campaign on 
the men in the eastern part of the 
commonwealth. 

He will undoubtedly have many 
western men with him but ‘f the Law- 
rence man can secure the endorsement 
of the Essex county delegation he will 
start fully even in the contest. This 
apparently .is the néxt step [n order 
though probably not much “limelight” 
work will be done until after the elec- 
tion and the fate of the different can- 
didates at the polls is decided.

Cotton Workers Reject Increase. 

A direct increase in wages of 5 per 
cent, together with a profit sharing plan 
which, under present conditions, might 
.add 8 per cent, is the answer of the 
Fall River Cotton Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation to the request of the opera- 
tives that the 12% per cent reduction 

| of last yéar°be restored. The plan of 
profit sharing is to pay at the end of 
each period of four weeks after Oct. 
23 a dividend of 1 per cent on the earn- 
ings of each employee for every cent

|! At the Massachusetts Institute 
Technology the report was. given out 
' that Professor Percival Lowell, non- 
resident professor of astronomy, had 
' recently obtained plrotographs which

particularly to the so called canals, 
which were observed and drawn from 
memory by Professor Lowell. <A ¢ol-

Lowell's theory is that the markings 
which he observed inthe clear at- 
mosphere at Flagstaff, Ariz., are irri-

Disoovered Two New Elements. 

Dr. Henry S. Blackmore, a Washing- 
ton chemist, claims to have discovered 
two new elements, says the Search 
| Light, which he calls vernon and 
azureon, They are found associated 
| with sulphur and are of nonmetallic 
nature, uniting with metals to form 
various colored compounds. In com- 
bination with cadmium, vernon forms 
a pink, and azureon a bright blue com- 
pound. Both form gaseous compounds 
| with hydrogen and oxygen analogous 
to sulphur. With gold azureon pro- 
duces a green colored compound and 
with platinum a gray. It is thought 
that the presence of azureon accounts 
for the difficulty of amalgamating gold 
derived from sulphur minerals. It 
causes sulphur to quickly crystallize, 
and this accounts for the rotting of 
vulcanized rubber.

Mr. Whitney acquits me of mercenary 
motives and thinks I was actuated: by 
desire for nosese Yes, I was: namely, 
the notoriety of being the only man of 
several hundred who was willing to de- 
nounce Mr. Whitney’s methods, to be 
followed by his spies, to pursue a right- 
eous cause with no reward in sight, ex- 
cept the vratitude of a people, which 
stood defenceless against the unrighteous 
methods of Mr. Whitney in grabbing 
public rights for purposes of private gain. 

Second, Mr. Whitney charges that I 
sought to give another party the right to 
build an elevated railway. His whole 
letter is filled with false statements indi- 
cating that I had other motives than the 
public good in my opposition to his bill. 
I was interested in no railway scheme 
whatever. The plain answer to this false 
statement is, that_I voted against every 
elevated railroad bill which came up for 
consideration. I did this because I did 
not consider the public interests to be 
properly guarded, and this was my only 
objection to Mr. Whitney’s bill. ’ 

Mr.. Whitney’s attempts to make me 
appear as the advocate of a competing 
scheme are absolutely baseless. How 
can I answer such unfounded charges 
except by denial and by reference to the 
records of the legislature ? 

It is alsonot true that I advocated com- 
petition among street railways. I merely 
opposed a monopoly without proper safe- 
guards of the people’s rights. 

Third, Mr. Whitney complained that I 
tried to deprive the public of the bless- 
ings of his measure.

Mr. Whitney says that for 15 years he 
has waited and longed to bring before the 

ublic the real facts; this is indeed a 
ong time to wait for the privilege of con- 
fessing his own guilt. 

He justifies his employmentof the lobby 
in express terms. 6 justifies his acts, 
as I have charged them. Let me quote 
what the Supreme Court of Massachu- 
setts says of this: ‘‘The business of 
‘lobby members’ is not to go fairly and 
openly before the committees — but to 
g0 secretly to the members and ply them 
with statements and arguments that the 
other side cannot openly meet, however 
erroneous they may be; and to bring illi- 
gitimate influences to bear upon them.” 

Mr. Whitney justifies his retainers to 
political leaders; the Supreme Court 
says: ‘Ifthe ‘ lobby member’ is selected 
because of his political or personal influ- 
ence, it aggravates the wrong.” Mr. 
Whitney justifies the buying out of com- 
peting petitioners. The Supreme Court 
says: ‘If his business is to unite various 
interests by means of projects that are 
called ‘log-rolling,’ it is still worse.” Mr. 
Whitey justifies his private dining and 
wineing of legislators; the following lan- 
guage of our Supreme Court I commend 
nof only to him, but tothe Boston editor 
who asks, ‘Is hospitality a crime?” « 

The Supreme Court says ‘‘ The’practice 
of procuring members of the legislature 
to act under the influence of what. they 
have eaten and drunk at houses of enter- 
tainment tends to render those of them 
who yield to such influences wholly unfit 
to act in such-cases. They are disquali- 
fied from acting fairly towards inter- 
ested parties or towards the public. The 
tendency and object of these influences 
are toobtain by corruption what it is sup- 
posed cannot be obtained fairly.” | 

All/these quotations from the Supreme 
Court may be found on page 159 of the 
sixth volume of Allen’s reports. 

In these matters I leave Mr. Whitney 
to reckon with our highest judicial 
tribunal and. with the conscience of an 
honest people:--If Mr. Whitney admitted 
his error and regretted it I should be the 
first tocommend him, but it is commonly 
known that his pipe line bill was pro- 
cured by the same unlawful methods. A 
vote for him, therefore, is a vote to con- 
firm his repeated'defiance of political 
honesty and leg|slative purity. 

My exposure of legislative corruption 
is the proudest effort of my public life, 
anéE-am glad to have reviewed it here, 
even though I know Mr. Whitney’s pur- 

sete “be to-escape-punishment. at .the
